.Representatives of 35,000 maintenance of way employes and 
railroad shop laborers have pledged their support to the Pennsyl­ 
vania Railroad in case the threatened strike materializes. 
That, with the acknowledgment of a union official, that the 
Pennsylvania Railroad employes have less cause to strike than 
those of any railroad in the country, strengthened the feeling | 
that the threatened quitting of the engineers and firemen will be 
of little moment. 
The union official who spoke favorably of conditions on th e ; 
P. R. R. was H. E. Core, general chairman of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen on the Pennsylvania Lines 
east of Pittsburgh and Erie. His organization, with the Brother­ 
hood of Locomotive Engineers, are the only two bodies to vote for 
strike so far as is known. 
“The Pennsylvania Railroad employes have the least reason 
for all to strike,” said Mr. Core. “We have been fortunate in our 
relations with the officials of the company. We are the only road 
in the country to have an adjustment of working conditions in 
the last three years. Under the present arrangement we sit with 
the management once a month to settle grievances that may arise. 
To date the results have been most satisfactory. 
“The only reason the Pennsylvania’s firemen and engineers 
have voted to strike is the reduction in wages. 
The maintenance of way and shop labor men pledged their 
support in a telegram sent the Executive Committee of the United 
Brotherhood, Maintenance 
of Way Employes, 'Railroad

GOOD RESULTS FROM OUR NEW IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Immigration of unskilled labor to the United States is virtual­ 
ly at a standstill as a result of the first three months’ operation of 
the Immigration Restriction Law that became effective June 3. 
The law is stemming the tide that before the war flowed to the 
United States at the rate of more than 500,000 unskilled workers 
a year. 
Commissioner Husband, of the Immigration Bureau, who has 
just completed a study of the operation of the law. says: 
“The greater proportion of immigration under the law must 
come, because of the quota arrangement, from Northern Europe, 
the United Kingdom, Holland and the Scandinavian countries. 
Italy, Greece, Turkey and other countries of Southern Europe can 
.'.end proportionately only a few persons. 
“Immigrants from Northern Europe generaly dislike manual 
labor. In this they resemble Americans. In pre-war days virtual­ 
ly ail of our unskilled labor came irom Italy, Russia and Central 
and Eastern Europe. 
Russian immigration now is out of the 
question. 
“One unusual characteristic is noticeable about the new im­ 
migration, taken as a whole. Few of the new arrivals now propose 
to remain pc manently in the cities. A very large proportion are 
going west if the Alleghenies. The number of farmers is very 
large.”
